We are instructed to inform you, that your letter of the 19th instant 
addressed to T. E. Baker, Esq., in reference to the case of Mary Carter, was, 
in his absence, opened by his son, and with its enclosure, laid before the 
justices of the St. Pancras division at their petty session on Wednesday last. 
We have also, on behalf of F. Healey, Esq., to acknowledge the subsequent 
receipt by him of a letter in the same terms and of the same date, with its 
enclosure. 

In order to account for the discrepancy between the warrant for the removal 
of this pauper and the examination annexed, we must explain that directions 
were expressly' given to her, as well on the day before that on which the order 
was made as on that day, to be then in attendance before the justices with a

view to her removal, but she was informed that she might discharge herself if 
she pleased. The petty session was held as usual at the Vestry Hall, which is 
contiguous to the workhouse where Mary Carter was, and, on hearing that 
she was thus on the spot, and had had due notice, but refused to come in 
before them, the justices made the order on the evidence of Mr. Kingston, the 
officer whose duty it is to inquire into paupers’ settlements. 

The printed form of order, however, had been on the previous day filled in 
with the name of this pauper by the person who assists Mr. Kingston in his 
duties, and by an oversight, the name of the Deponent, where it occurs in the 
order, was left unaltered. No summons was issued. 

There is a discrepancy, arising from a slight clerical error, between the copy 
of the examination accompanying your letter to Mr. Baker, and that enclosed 
to Mr. Healey, to which we think it right to call your attention. In that sent 
to Mr. Baker, the words, “ and that he hath a wife named , and 

children, viz., , neither of which, &c.,” are inserted 

and cancelled ; while in that sent to Mr. Healey, they are left uncancelled. 

We think that, on referring to the original document, you will see that the 
latter is erroneous.
